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The Olds/Didsbury Airport 
could soon see new ownership. 

Mountain View County is 
considering buying the airport, 
after the Olds and Didsbury 
Towns came together and sub¬ 
mitted a proposal to them. 

A committee comprised of 
representatives from the three 
municipalities has been in dis¬ 
cussions regarding the matter 
for several months. 

During a special County 
council meeting Friday, county 
councillors passed a motion to 
have an offer to purchase pre¬ 
pared. 

“The towns have been oper¬ 
ating it and they wish to divest 
themselves of that airport. The 
county is looking at it as a pos¬ 
sible owner,” said Reeve Ian 
Harvie.

Vandals cause thousands of dollars worth of damage in Cremona

Vandals went on a window 
smashing spree last week, July 11, 
causing thousands of dollars 
worth of damage to about nine ve¬ 
hicles as well as smashed in nearly 
30 windows at the local school in 
the Village- of Cremona. 

Didsbury RCMP are continu¬ 
ing to investigate, but according 
to Cpl. Conal Archer a metal pipe, 
take from one of the vehicles which 
was the target of these vandals, 
was recovered and the investiga¬ 
tion is ongoing. 

“We still have some investigat¬ 
ing to do,” Archer said. “We 
haven’t identified anybody that we 


are going to charge at this time, 
however the investigation is pend¬ 
ing and we are hopeful the matter 
will be solved.” 

When Archer was asked the 
ages of any suspects RCMP have, 
he simply replied, “No, I couldn’t 
tell you that anyhow.” 

Archer says that residents of 
Cremona shouldn’t have to 
worry, as this is a very isolated 
issue. 

“This is just an isolated inci¬ 
dent. Someone has just gine and 
smashed a whole pile of windows 
and at this point we don’t believe 
there is any motive behind this in¬ 
cident,” Archer added. 

A Village of Cremona resident. 


who wished to remain anonymous, 
says that the police presence in the 
Village isn’t adequate and needs to 
be increased. 

Archer says that he believes his 
officers spend as much time as pos¬ 
sible in the Village, and do as good 
of a job as they can. 

“We don’t have to be there for 
any specific period of time. We have 
to answer complaints there and we 
try to spend as much time there as 
possible. We are there every night, 
that’s for sure,” Archer said. 

Cremona’s Mayor Donna Kelly 
says that the Village’s administra¬ 
tion are going to be talking with 
RCMP to set* if there is anything 
more that can be done, as far as 


policing is concerned. 

Kelly says that there is an in¬ 
terest to have a Citizens on Pa¬ 
trol task team formed, but resi¬ 
dents fear if they were to vol¬ 
unteer their time and report 
illegal activity that their prop¬ 
erty might be the next to be 
hit. 

“Some have said that they 
wouldn’t mind doing it. But, 
the problem is that a lot of peo¬ 
ple are afraid that if they re¬ 
port something that they may 
have to end up going to court 
to testify and that their prop¬ 
erty would be the next one to 
be hit,” Kelly said. 

Vicki Terrick, a Cremona 


resident who moved her family 
from Cochrane five years ago 
for the safe, small town feeling 
isn’t happy about the incident. 

“I was pretty upset. I guess 
when you work as hard to get 
your own stuff organized, such 
as we are renovating our front 
area, and we are trying to go 
away on holidays right away 
and now we have to spend $500 
that I didn’t need to spend on win¬ 
dows... it is frustrating." she said. 

Terrick says that she does feel 
a bit better that it wasn’t a per¬ 
sonal attack against her family, 
but still hopes that these window 
smashing vandals will be caught 
soon by the RCMP

Man punched girl 


Man punched girl 

A 44-year-old man who 
punched a 14-year-old girl in the 
face during an incident in Bowden 
last month has been fined. 

Rolteil Wollman pleaded guilty 
July 12 to a charge of assault 
causing bodily harm. 

The accused and the victim's 
mother got into a physical con¬ 
frontation shortly after 10 p.m. on 
June 4, court heard. 

When the accused pushed the 
woman to the ground, the wom¬ 
an’s 14-year-old daughter inter¬ 
vened. The accused then punched 
the girl in the face, cutting her lip. 

“I regret that it ever happened." 
the accused said. 

In response. Judge- Gilbert said: 
“I think anyone who punches out 
a 14-year-old girl after throwing 
her mother to the ground needs 
treatment.” 

The accused admitted being 
under the influence of alcohol at 
the time of the incident. 

The judge placed Wollman on 
probation for 18 months mid fined 
him $600. He also prohibited him 
from drinking liquor for 18 
months and ordered him to sub¬ 
mit a sample to the national DNA 
data bank. 

Axe swinger pleads guilty 

A man charged after swinging 
an axe at several people on rural 
property near Carstairs has been 
ordered to complete community 
service hours. 

Ryan Bradley Martin pleaded 
guilty on July 12 to charges of 
uttering threats, mischief and pos¬ 
session of a weapon. 

Police were called to the resi¬ 
dence shortly after 6 p.m. on 
March 27 for a complaint of a man 
out of control, court heard. 

Witnesses said the accused got 
into an argument with several 
people at the location. After a time, 
he threatened a man with a stick 
and a rock. 

He then picked up a double 
headed axe and began waving it 
around. No one was injured in the 
incident. 

He then kicked out a taillight 
on a vehicle on the property. 

The accused was arrested in a 
vehicle as he attempted to drive 
away from the scene. 

“Anyone who acts like you did 
that day needs help." said Judge 
W. Gilbert. 

The judge sentenced Martin to 
18 months probation and ordered 
him to complete 150 hours of com¬ 
munity service. He also prohibited 
Martin from owning weapons for 
five years. 

The Crown withdrew a charge 
of assault against the accused. 

Accused punched woman 
in head 

A woman who punched an¬ 
other woman in the head during 
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a confrontation over a dinner order 
at a area restaurant will lx* sen¬ 
tenced in September. 

Wilma Gillis pleaded guilty 
July 12 to a charge of assault and 
failing to comply with a court or¬ 
der. 

Police were called to the restau¬ 
rant shortly after 6 p.m. on April 
3, court heard. 

The victim, who worked at the 
location, smd the accused had be¬ 
come upset about a food order 
placed there some hours earlier. 

The accused admitted striking 
the victim in the head several 
times during the incident. 

The accused also admitted 
drinking liquor on two occasion 
despite a court order that she not 
drink. 

Gillis will be sentenced on Sep¬ 
tember 13.

This article’s focus is a 
description of the site plan 
for the new school. The ac¬ 
companying diagram shows 
the irregularly shaped fif¬ 
teen acre site immediately 
east of the County Office 
with the school building and 
parking area located in the 
north section of the lot. The 
rationale for this location is 
to provide ready access to 
the school both from 15th 
ave. to the north and 16th 
st. to the east where school 
buses will deliver and collect 


their passengers. The section 
of 15th ave. just north of the 
school will be widened to pro¬ 
vide a safe student drop off for 
private vehicles. 

For those leaving their ve¬ 
hicles at school there will be 
a parking lot accessible off 
15th ave. The access road 
will later be extended south 
to serve the future subdivi¬ 
sion. 

The outline of the school 
indicates that this building 
will be visually interesting 
and a sharp contrast with 
the “blocky” institutional 
look of the present high 


school. (More on that in the 
next article). The building 
is oriented on a north west 
- south east axis in order to 
take best advantage of the 
sun’s position throughout 
the year and the dotted lines 
to the south east show 
where classrooms can be 
added in the future when 
the population increases. 
Pathways indicate where 
the school can be accessible 
from the west north and 
east. 

The proposed playing 
field layout is tentative. It 
shows a soccer multi pur¬ 


pose field surrounded by an 
athletic track and a ball dia¬ 
mond. We have yet to dis¬ 
cuss with the town council 
what recreational facilities 
they would like to develop 
on the site. 

As I said before the design 
team has decided that as 
much of the funding as pos¬ 
sible should be devoted to 
the building. That leaves the 
landscaping work and play¬ 
ing field development where 
we are looking for partner¬ 
ships with other organiza¬ 
tions, businesses, and pri¬ 
vate individuals. Somebody 


might like to donate a tree, 
for example, in memory of a 
loved one. 

This is the second of sev¬ 
eral ongoing articles writ¬ 
ten with the intent of keep¬ 
ing the community informed 
on the new high school’s 
progress. In the next one I 
hope to give you a detailed 
layout of the school itself 
and explain more about the 
“green” building approach 
we are taking.

The Rodenator Pro is a new 
addition in the ongoing fight 
against gophers in the area. 

Darryl Janzen, of Didsbury, 
ordered the machine from the 
States, this past spring. The ma¬ 
chine uses a mixture of oxygen and 
propane, which is injected into the 
gopher hole and ignited. 97% oxy¬ 
gen, and 3% propane, is the mix¬ 
time that sends gophers into a con¬ 
cussion. The oxygen is what gives 
the bum. 

“It is quite the blast,” said 
Janzen. “Sometimes you get 
ground flying up three of four 
feet.” 

The company who makes the 
machine claims it will also col¬ 
lapse the tunnel system the gopher 
has made, but in Janzen’s experi¬ 
ence this is not always the case. 

The Rodenator Pro is approved 
by the US Environment Protec¬ 
tion Agency, and it does not affect 
crops. 

“It is about 20 seconds worth 
of gas mixture," said Janzen. “And 
it depends on the hole structure, 
how many will be killed.” 

Sixty to eighty percent of the 
holes injected are what Janzen 
considers a “good kill ”, 

Janzen has spent time investi¬ 
gating other ways to solve the go¬ 
pher problems, and feels the 
Rodenator Pro is the best one. 

“There are three popular ways 
of dealing with the problem,” said 
Janzen. “You can pump ammonia 
into the hole, pump foam laced 
with mustard in, or the one I am 
using.” 

None of these methods are 
100% effective, they all have there 
drawbacks. 

“I looked at the pros and cons 
of each,” said Janzen. “This one 
came out the best. I am very happy 
with it.” 

Janzen has been working ap¬ 
proximately three nights a week, 
plus some weekends with the ma¬ 
chine, going out to people’s land 
and using it on gopher holes. He 
also rents out the machine, for 
those who would rather do it them¬ 
selves. 

“I have been all over the place 
with it,” said Janzen. “As far as 
Saskatchewan. I am getting quite 
a few calls.” 

Janzen discovered the machine 
when his brother-in-law was com¬ 
plaining about his gopher prob¬ 
lem. 

“I looked into solutions for him 
and discovered the Rodenator,”

ing something more cost ef¬ 
fective,” said Janzen. “I have 
been working on a design for 
about a month now, and I am 
hoping to have it ready by 
next February.” 

Janzen is now set up as a 
dealer, so through him you 


can arrange to get a machine 
of your own here. You can 
contact Janzen at 335-8837. 

“I just finished working 
out a deal with the Town of 
Olds,” said Janzen. “I am 
going to start getting their 
trouble spots right away.” 


said Janzen. 

Janzen estimates it would take 
approximately 10 hours to do 30 
acres. 

“It is very loud, ear plugs 
are necessary,” said Janzen. 
“You also have to watch for 
flying debris. It is perfectly 


safe though.” 

The unit itself has four 
types of valves protecting the 
gas from coming back into the 
machine and exploding it. 

Janzen is presently working on 
ideas of his own for a gopher trap.

y Sun Safety Tips 


Since most experts agree that 
up to 80 per cent of skin dam¬ 
age can occur before an 18th 
birthday, taking the time to en¬ 
sure that your children are pro¬ 
tected could help them avoid 
skin cancer complications later 
in life. Most skin cancers do not 
appear until 10 to 25 years after 
harmful sun exposure. Here are 
some tips from the Canadian 
Dermatology Association that 
can help prevent skin cancer and 
extreme sun exposure: 

- Keep babies under one year 
of age out of direct sunlight (ei¬ 
ther in a covered stroller, under 
an umbrella, or in the shade). 

- Teach children to seek out 
shade (trees, buildings, porches, 
etc.). 

- Protect your child with: 

- comfortable, loose-fitting 
clothing that covers most of their 
bodies (long shirts and pants) 

- wide-brimmed hats 

- sunglasses that protect 
from all kinds of UV rays 

- sunscreen (with SPF 15 or 


higher) 

- Use a sunscreen that works 
for your child. Ask a pharma¬ 
cist, but try SPF 30 if SPF 15 
doesn’t prevent a bum. 

- Swimmers should use wa¬ 
terproof sunscreen, which needs 
to be reapplied after 80 minutes. 

- Apply sunscreen at least 15 
to 30 minutes before exposure. 

- Don’t forget to apply SPF 
15 lip balm to your child’s lips. 

- Work with your child’s day 
care to ensure ongoing sun pro¬ 
tection throughout the day. 

- Children with fair skin, who 
usually burn and never tan 
when out in the sun, or those 
with blond or red hair, freckles, 
or many moles, are at greatest 
risk of damage. 

- Up to 80 per cent of the 
sun’s rays can penetrate light 
clouds, mist, and fog. 

- Try to avoid the sun during 
the peak hours of 11 a.m. to 4 
p.m. 

- Avoid indoor tanning beds. 
Try sunless tanning lotions as 
an alternative.

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Marg Fisher; a glance into the past of Midway school

To many people, looking 
back into the history of Mid¬ 
way School is something 
that is full of loved ones, 
smiling faces and memories 
that are irreplaceable. For 
92-year-old Marjorie Fisher, 
who now resides in a sen¬ 
iors lodge in Carstairs, the 
time she spent at this small 
country school, is a time 
that she’ll never forget. 

Fisher began her teach¬ 
ing career, which she was 
sort of forced into at 
Bancroft school in 1946. 

“The superintendent 
came to me and said, ‘we 
don’t have a teacher for 
your school,’ so what are 
you doing to do about it?” 
Fisher explained. “Every 
June I would quit and every 
September they would ask 
me to come back.” 

At the small Bancroft 
School she taught grades 
one and two, and during her 
time at Bancroft School she 
had the opportunity to 
teach her two own sons, 
Austin and Norman. 

Bancroft School had fi¬ 
nally found enough teach¬ 
ers and despite Fisher hav¬ 
ing a huge love for children, 
she never really ever wanted 
to be a full time teacher be¬ 
cause she continually tried 
to get out of the education 
system. 

But, after earning the 
experience at Bancroft 
School her friends and fam¬ 
ily saw that she was a valu¬ 
able teacher and was asked 
to teach at another school. 

Despite Fisher wanting 
to get out of the classroom 
so she could spend more 
time at home agreed to go 
teach at another area school 
called, Scebertbill. This was 
an offer she couldn’t refuse 
because her love for children 
is endless. 

As the school division 
was trying to save money 
there was a consolidation of 
schools in the area, and 
soon one school was built 
which for the past 50 years 
has served as, ‘The Heart 
of the Community.' Midway 
School was built, in fact on 
the corner of one of Fish¬ 
er’s quarters of land. 

With Fisher having the 
most experience in the area 
she was one of the first peo¬ 
ple asked to work at Mid¬ 
way School, and in fact she 
was asked specifically to be¬ 
come the school principal. 

Fisher, however, didn’t 
want the responsibilities of 
being principal but agreed 
to teach and she was given 
the choice of what grades she 
wanted to teach and she 
chose to teach grades one 
and two in the school which 
went up to grade nine. 

As Fisher reminisces 
about her time spent at this 
country school, she remem¬ 
bers playing with her stu¬ 
dents at recess, with their 
games and ensuring that no 
one got hurt. 

“I would go out every 
recess and noon hour and 
play with the kids. If they 
wanted to play baseball, I 


would ump. If they wanted 
to pay football, I would also 
be the ump,” she said, as 
her eyes life up, thinking 
back to her teaching career 
which she was forced into, 
but in the end loved. 

As initiative for her stu¬ 
dents to become better ath¬ 
letes, the friendly rivalry 
with a similar school, Reed 
Ranch, caused her students 
to work harder to try to 
beat them at the annual 
sports day. So, looking back, 
she can remember them 
working and practicing 
very hard in order to be able 
to have bragging power 
about beating the other 
school. 

Even though the 21 years 
she taught at Midway were 
ones that she has pleasant 
memories of, she also re¬ 
members the school strug¬ 


gling in order to get teachers 
to work at the small, rural 
school. 

“It was hard getting 
teachers out there, all the 
young girls wanted to teach 
in town,” said Fisher. 

Despite Fisher not want¬ 
ing the responsibilities of 
being principal, in the 
1960’s, the principal of Mid¬ 
way School took a year off 
to go back to school. Dur¬ 
ing this time, as Fisher 
thought the job was only 
temporary, she agreed to 
take on the duties. 

“He was suppose to come 
back, but in the end. he 
never came back so I was 
left in the principal position 
until I told the school divi¬ 
sion they had to find some¬ 
one else,” she said. 

During her time as prin¬

Planned teacher layoffs 
could be scrapped, says 
school board chairman 


by Dan Singleton 

The planned layoff of 13 
teachers in Chinook’s Edge 
School Division will be re¬ 
considered in light of new 
funding announced by the 
province Friday, says chair¬ 
man Roy Brassard. 

“I hope we are able to ad¬ 
dress those teaching posi¬ 
tions first and foremost,” 
said Brassard. “We had to 
reduce the number of teach¬ 
ing positions because of the 
budget restraint and, of 
course, all that does is in¬ 
crease classroom sizes. So 
hopefully with new funding 
we will be able to take an¬ 
other look at those teaching 
positions. That’s my sincere 
hope.” 

In passing its 2004-2005 


address classroom sizes. The 
funding will be used to hire 
2,250 new teachers, includ¬ 
ing 1,355 in 2004-2005, 
across 62 jurisdictions. 

The amount earmarked 
for Chinook’s Edge remains 
unknown, he said. 

The new funding will al¬ 
low classroom sizes to be 
reduced to sizes recom¬ 
mended by the province’s 
Learning Commission re¬ 
port. That report followed a 
review of schools across the 
province last year. 

“Students will benefit 
from reduced class sizes be¬ 
ginning this year,” said 
Learning Minister Dr. Lyle 
Oberg. 

Brassard said classroom 
sizes in Chinook’s Edge 
“have not been that far off 


ers or forgoing planned lay¬ 
offs will help keep class sizes 
down, he said. 

“In order to reduce class¬ 
room sizes, we’ve got to 
have more staff,” he said. 

The opposition Liberals 
say the new funding is a pre¬ 
election vote-buying scheme. 

“This sugar-daddy poli¬ 
tics,” said Liberal Learning 
critic Hugh MacDonald. 

“This government only 
takes care of students in the 
lead-up to an election. 

Once the election is over, 
the government could very 
well leave students high and 
dry as they have for the past 
three years.” 

The Alberta Teachers As¬ 
sociation applauded the new 
funding, saying it will “have 
an immediate effect for stu¬

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QUESTION: Do you think it is healthy for a husband 
and wife to work together, and to be in each other’s com¬ 
pany 24 hours a day? 

DR. DOBSON: That sometimes works out fine. It de¬ 
pends on the couple. I can tell you, however, what is typi¬ 
cal. According to behavioral researchers, the healthiest 
marriages and those with the highest sexual voltage are 
those that “breathe.” These relationships move from a time 
of closeness and tenderness to a more distant posture, and 
then come together for another reunion as the cycle con¬ 
cludes. This is why it’s not always advantageous for a 
husband and wife to work together or to concentrate ex¬ 
clusively on each other in the absence of friends and col¬ 
leagues outside the family. There is something about the 
diversity of interests and activities by each partner that 
keeps a couple from consuming each other and burning 
out the relationship in the short run. Marriage is, after 
all, a marathon and not a sprint. Husbands and wives need 
to maintain a regenerating system that will keep love alive 
for a lifetime. Cultivating a healthy interest in many things 
is one big step in that direction. 


QUESTION: You often describe marriages where the 
wife’s emotional needs go unmet because the husband is a 
“workaholic.” That description is scary to me because I 
can see my own marriage in what you said. I’m a student 
who has to work full time just to make ends meet, and I 
rarely see my family. We have a baby and a toddler, and my 
wife is pretty unhappy with me. What can I do? If I’m go¬ 
ing to get my degree, we have to sacrifice for a while. 

DR. DOBSON: Your self-discipline is admirable and I 
hope you reach your goals. A word of caution is in order, 
however. No amount of success is worth the loss of your 
family. You and your wife are in a high-risk category for 
marital problems. The bonding that should occur in the 
first decade requires time together — time that can’t be 
given if it is absorbed elsewhere. My advice is to hold on to 
your dreams, but take a little longer to fulfill them. Suc¬ 
cess will wait but a happy family will not. 


QUESTION: What do you say to the woman who tol¬ 
erates infidelity in her husband because she has no finan¬ 
cial resources? What if she is afraid to confront him be¬ 
cause he could leave her in poverty? 

DR. DOBSON: I have no simple answers for her. Life 
can place us between rocks and hard places where prob¬ 
lems seem almost unsolvable! Such is the plight of moth¬ 
ers raising children with little or no financial help from 
their ex-husbands. According to the Department of Health 
and Human Services, this is the primary source of poverty 
in America today. Almost half of all people living below the 
poverty line are divorced women with children. The same 
survey revealed that half of the divorced mothers do not 
receive the court-ordered amount of child support from the 
ex-husbands. I’m pleased that the federal government is 
taking steps, at last, to deal with “deadbeat dads” It’s about 
time! In a society that is regulated to death with laws and 
ordinances for virtually every human activity, it has taken 
us intolerably long to deal with parents who won’t care 
for their kids. For now, impoverished moms are faced with 
extremely difficult questions when spousal infidelity is dis¬ 
closed. 


QUESTION: My husband and I are divorced, so I have 
to handle all the discipline of the children myself. How 
does this change the recommendations you’ve made about 
discipline in the home? 

DR. DOBSON: Not at all. The principles of good disci¬ 
pline remain the same, regardless of the family setting. 
The procedures do become somewhat harder for one par¬ 
ent to implement since they have no one to support them 
when the children become testy. Single mothers and fa¬ 
thers have to play both roles, which is not easily done. 
Nevertheless, children do not make allowances for diffi¬ 
cult circumstances. Parents must earn their respect or they 
will not receive it.
